germs but the disease’s declining 
death rate has caused a growing 
public complacency. 
The 
Pennsylvania 
Tuberculosis 
and 
Health 
Society 
made 
that 
statement Friday and said 55 mil­ 
lion Americans are infected with 
TB germs and many of them do 
not know It. 
Officials explained that this does 
not mean that all of the infected 
persons have active cases of tuber­ 
culosis. Many persons build up a 
resistance to the germs after they 
are exposed. 
Many Will Break 
Of the 56 million infected, the 
society 
estimated 
that 
2,700,000 
"will break down with tile disease 
sometime during their lives." 
"Although there is a decline in 
the number of deaths from tuber­ 
culosis," the society said, "it is 
believed that today there are more 
people under treatment for TB, 
both in hospitals and at 
home, 
than ever before. Despite improve- 
ments in case reporting, a consid­ 
erable number of unreported cases 
xist." 
Facts gathered by the society 
show' 
t h a t 
tuberculosis 
occurs 
more frequently among men than 
among women, more often among 
colored persons and most frequent­ 
ly among older persons. The tuber­ 
culosis problem is greatest in high­ 
ly industrialized, urban areas and 
in the lower socio-e c o n o m i c 
groups. 
Phila. Rate Highest 
In Pennsylvania, the highest in­ 
cidence rate area is in Philadel­ 
phia 
Officials said two or 'hree 
cases of tuberculosis are discov­ 
ered in every thousand tests in the 
Philadelpnia area. 
National officials say the disease i 
still is a serious problem but that 
it 
m a y eventually be conquered 
completely. 
Dr. Mario Fischer, president of 
the 
National Tuberculosis Anan., I 
said: 
"The conquest of tuberculosis is 
still a long distance away from 
realization. Many persons, misled 
by the revolutionary changes in 
treatment of this disease and by 
the dramatic reductions in the tu­ 
berculosis death rates, have con­ 
cluded erroneously that the battle 
against tuberculosis has been won.

CHAPPAQUA. N. Y. — The gar­ 
dener’s cabiret of garden chemicals 
can be larie or small, depending 
on 
hi* 
knowledge, 
interest 
and 
his garden budget. 
It is possible to have specifics 
on hand to dispatch everything fro 
Abbott’s pine sawfly to zebra cat­ 
erpillar; to stock . insecticides com­ 
posed of m aterials ranging alpha­ 
betically from aldrin (for grass­ 
hoppers and some lawn pests) to 
toxaphene (also for grasshoppers 
as well as cotton insects and thrips). 
However, most of us. with sm all 
and modest garden budgets pick a 
few remedies, use them regularly 
and hope for the best. My own gar­ 
den medical chest consists of a 
dormant spray for scale, Bordeaux 
mixture, arsenate of lead, nicotine 
sulphate, a rotenone spray, a poison 
bait, and lime. I Jlso have a se­ 
lective killer for lawn weeds and 
a general plant killer to get rid 
of weeds in the driveway. 
The dormant spray, applied once 
— in the spring before tree buds 
break — controls scale insects likely 
to show up on my lilacs, deciduous 
azaleas and viburnum. It is pri­ 
marily made of oil. 
Bordeaux m ixture — a combi­ 
nation of lime and copper sulphate 
— is a good fung.cide, and useful 


on peonies, hollyhocks, phlox and 
other fungus-attracting plants. It 
comes as a powder, is mixed with 
water. Lead arsenate is a stomach 
poison, effective against chewing 
insects. It will not mix with soap 
— used in m any sprays to pene­ 
trate the waxy kbring on leaves 
and assure that the insecticide does- 
not run off uselessly to the ground 
— but It may be used in combina­ 
tion with Bordeaux mixture and 
nicotine sulphate. 
Both Bordeaux m ixture and lead 
arsenate are poisons, and should 
be handled carefully. TTiey are not, 
however, dangerous if inhaled, and 
in a neighborhood full of small chil­ 
dren and pets are a bit safer than 
some of the very effective newer 
chemical pest killers. 
Nicotine sulphate — also a pois­ 
on — is a specific against sucking 
insects (plant lice) and kills on 
contact. However, it has no residual 
effect on the plant, and washes off 
readily, so it is good for vegetables 
attracting aphids. 
A proprietary rotonone spray is 
effective as both a stomach and 
a contact killer, and is my own 
choice for a general, all purpose 
spray because it is harm less to 
humans, pets and birds. 
Poison bait is useful in ridding 
the *ureicn of slugs which can chew 
up a seedling crop overnight. I

Open Planning 
The “Flair” features more than 
just a little open planning. The liv­ 
ing room and the dining room ex­ 
tend from the front to the back of 
the house for a distance of 27H 
feet.
